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1, Between 1) and 13 June 1951, four emplaced AA guns were observed on the south 
pank of the Elbe River, about 600 meters east of the railroad bridge at Vitten~ 
berg (N 52/8 37). A fifth emplacement there contained no gun, 4 telephone line 
ran fron the emplacements to the Brueckenkopf Kaserns, The AA puns, were of 
Bd—aia to 100mm, and had barreiswiick were from 3.25 to  maters long and nounted 
pneumatic recuperators. The distance between the barrels and the recuperators were 
vousually large.
